DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach nor render obvious a power amplifier that has, in combination with other 
limitations, a variable capacitor having a variable capacitance which in combination with 
the output capacitance results in an adjusted output capacitance, wherein the variable 
capacitor is controlled so that the adjusted output capacitance is substantially constant.
